Larson Blows Top In Wrong Piace 


Frank (Butch) Larson was an all-American at Min- 
nesota going on 15 years ago. But the Winnipeg Blue 
Bombers coach never will win all-anything rating with 
the press in these parts unless he changes his tack, 
but soon, 

“Don't care if you have 50 of those press-passes, 
get outa here,” he bellowed at three or four members of the 
scribbling clan. They had stormed the Blue Bomber 
dressing room in the course of duty, following Saturday 
night’s Eskimo hotfooting of the Winnipeggers. 

Fact that he cooled out later (maybe Bob Sandberg 
or some other player hot-walked him for a@ spell) and 
showed a willingness to go along with the boys from 
Fleet Street, failed to excuse Larson’s outburst. 

Of course Bernie Bierman’s onetime starry end 
had good reason for blowing his roof, except that the 
effort might have been directed at the real source 
of his irritation—that team of his- 

Current Blue Bombers are no more than a pale imi- 
tation of Winnipeg squads that came to Clarke Stadium a 
decade ago, The Hansons, Marquardts, McCances, Nick- 
lins—they’re all gone. 

And for the most part they haven't been replaced. 


108 Yards Equals One Point 

Eskimos were an improved ball club over their first 
outing, fact that Bombers are not the Calgary Stam- 
peders, notwithstanding. 

Taking full advantage of a paper-thin Winnipeg line 
they rolled to 25 first downs. That's a lot of yardage, no 
matter how you view it, no matter who you pick it up 
against. 

Oddly enough, Esks looked at their best collectively 
during a 108-yard down-field hike in the fourth quarter 
that earned them just a single point. 

Pat West and Harry Hobbs took turns cracking the 
Winnipeg line. A Fenenboch to Elsey forward heave was 
good for 35 yards. The pigskin finally reposed on the 
Winnipeg one-yard line. 

There hadn’t been even a hint of a fumble to this 
point, as Fenenboch, hard at the quarterbacking con- 
trols, spurred his teammates in this great drive.
